Language Rights 


T he REQUE^ of the premiei-s of the three Prairie 
provinces that the federal government submit its 
Official Languages Bill to the Supreme Court of 
Canada for an opinion on its constitutionality makes 
remarkably good sense. Prime Minister Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau has said that this may be pos.<iib!e if at next 
week’s federal-provincial constitutional conference 
there are provincial objections to the bill. 

At the core of the matter is whether the federal 
government exceeds its powers by seeking to legislate 
a further degree of bilingualism throughout the 
country. f 

The British North America Act is quite specific 
on the subject, as many readers will recall: “Either 
the English or French language may be used by any 
Person in the Debates of the Houses of Parliament of 
Cana(ia and of the Holies of the Legislature of 
Quel^: and both those Languages shall be used in the 
respective Records and Journals of those Houses; and 
either of those Languages may be used by any Pereon 
pr in any Pleading of Process in or issuing from any 
Court of Canada established under this Act, and in or 
from all or any of the Courts of Quebec.” The courts 
of Canada as here described have been held by some 
authorities to be just two: the Suprema Court and the 
Exchequer Court. 

It is additionally to be noted that by the BNA Act 
amendment of 194J) the federal Parliament was 
empowered to amend the constitution of Canada from 
time to time with several exceptions, one of these 
being “as regards the use of the English or the French 
language.” 

But the Official Languages Bill certainly appears 
to go far toyond the terms of the constitution, or Its 
spirit. 

Under the act as proposed, provision would be 
made for establishment of bilingual federal districts in 
areas of the country where at least 10 per cent of the 
population spoke the minority tongue. English -and 
French would be declared the official languages of 
Parliament, the federal government, federal courts 
and the federal administration. All documents issued 
under federal authority would be in both languages. In 
bilingual districts, all federal public services would 
have a bilingual capacity. 

Every federal department, agency, court, quasi- 
Judicial or administrative body and Crown corporation 
would have to make its Ottawa offices, its head office 
and its offices in bilingual districts bilingual. 
Diplomatic or Immigration offices and publicly owned 
transportation companies would have to make 
bilin(?ual service aT'ailaWe anv'vhere in the world 
except in the absence of significant demand. Every 
federal judicial or quasi-judicial body, and every court 
conducting criminal proceeding, would have to ensure 
that evidence could be given in either language. Every 
federal court of record would have to provide 
simultaneous translation facilities on request except if 
it were felt that there would be no prejudice without 
them or if they were not available. 

The point is well made, therefore, that this 
extension of language rights is so comprehensive as to 
amount to a unilateral amendment by the federal 
government of the BNA Act, the constitution, 
although the proposed legislation is not framed in such 
a manner. It is bound to be challenged, and the 
question had better go to the Supreme Court for 
determination soon than, more disruptively, later.

Dur¬ 
ing his campaign for the 
presidency he criticized the 
Johnson administration for 
setting too slow a tempo for 
military space projects.

Security Formula 


W HAT PROMISES TO BE ONE of the most ex¬ 
citing and promising proposals for the preser¬ 
vation of peace in Europe is shortly to be stt^ied 
by Britain, France and Russia at the invitation of the 
United States. At least that is the plan of President 
Richard Nixon’s administration, anxious to avoid 
another period of cold war. 

The scheme envisages a European Security 
Commission, comprising five powers to be nominated 
by each si^ of the power blocs. West and East. 

It is believed that the American prt^xKttl's 
ultimate aim is the elimint^on of nuclear warheads 
among all the nations involved in the continuing 
European confrontation. 

But the first steps are likely to be in arms control, 
and it is to hoped that suggestions will be Invited 
from every European capital towards framing a 
formula. 

The American initiative recalls the plan for a 
nuclear-free zone put forward in 1957 by the foreign 
minister of Poland at the .time, Mr. Adam Rapacki. 
For one reason or another nothing came of it, but if 
the Warsaw Pact nations were interested in such a 
proposition then it is very likely they would be 
receptive to a similar suggestion today. 

It is certainly significant that the Americans 
should take this bold initiative so soon after the 
Czechoslovakian invasion, and the action implies 
acceptance of the theory that Russia moved on that 
occasion to preserve the Warsaw bloc and that 
stability there Is still in doubt. 

There is some theorizing about the possibility of 
the proposed European Seourity Commission woriung 
with East and West Germany towards their 
reunification, with Bonn’s acceptance of the contro* 
versial Oder-Niesse line as an eastern boundary. 

Within the next few days, according to London 
speculation, the blueprint for the disengagement in 
Europe will be presented from the White House. It 
cannot come too soon.

Many of these experts have reached what they call "the 
ineritable concli^on" that Israel is now rushing to develop a 
nuclear capacity in what might be the first step toward 
establishing a nuefiear stalemate in the area. 

Israeli oCtlicials are extremely touchy about toe nuclear 
question. Hwy have, after all, pledged not to be the first to 
introduce nuclear weapons into the Middle East- 


State deparuTent officials say ptiblicly only that they 
have no proof that Israel has made the fateful pditicall 
decision to go toe nuclear route. But here ds the “increasingly 
plausible evidence’' that leads key Western observers to 
conclude that Israel may have a nuclear capacity well within 
two years; 

Israel has paid Marcri Dassault and Company, a French 
firm, about $100,000,000 to develop the MD 6^ missile. This 
.missile, described as "very accurate," could carry a 1,001V 
2,000 pound warhead up to 300 moles.

The regular Deadly Dicks were denned for casting from a 
bank, from the fore^ore and in depths of water up to 10 feet. 

It is a constant retrieve Jure and over the years has been 
used in British Columbia for salmon and trout, but mainly for 
trout. In Calasfomia they are now being used to take striped 
1)888. tarpon and other fish. 

But. tKe idea of casting from a boat for salmon is faic}y 
new and fealiy took hold In tfie last year or two at Campbeffl 
River where anglers met with good success casting with Buzz 
Bombs, Deadly and Kroradile spoons. 

"Last year it occurred to me that if the fi^ermen are 
going to keep on casting from a boat they wmid want a lure 
that "has sdow action and can be fished erraticaJiy, something 
like the Buzz Bomb." said GatOey. 

- "So, I spent the whole of ^t year developing a special 
Deadly Dick, suitable for boat wwk." 

He smarted experimenting with a ?4ounce long-type, 
itreamUned lure tor use when needlefish are about.

Gatley has strengthened all the Dea<fly Dick fittings and 
equipped them with 6)H)er strong JX treble hooks. There Is a 
wide range of colors in pearl pink, yeiitows, greens fluorescent 
reds and chrome. Some are painted with a special pearlescent 
paint wdiich actually has peari in it. 

"They 4ure dynamite," claims Gatley. 

He test-fished them in Burgoyne Bay, Sansum Narrows and 
Active Pass.

It is very easy, in writing this 
column, to fail into the habit of thinking 
ail our readers are as hipped on 
gardening as I am. Consequently, I 
have to keep reminding myself that 
there are lots of folks who get their 
kicks out of golf, or bridge, or girl- 
watching, and who couldn't care less 
what is planted in the garden as long at 
the home grounds look reasonably neat 
and attractive with a minimum of 
upkeep. 

★ ★ ★ 

For such reluctant gardeners, the 
trick is to use plenty of shrubs rather 
than the backbreaking bedding annuals 
beds. Evergreen and flowering shrubs 
give an established, permanent look to 
or the hard-to-manage perennial flower 
the garden soon after you plant them, 
many have attractive blossoms and 
quite a few bear colorful berries and 
bright autumn foiiaget 

The big thing, though — for 
lukewarm gardeners — Is that shrubs 
require almost no care at all onee they 
are happily established. A surface 
mulch of peat or fir bark will keep 
down weeds and minimize the need for 
cultivating; all that needs doing is a 


little occasional pruning to maintain a 
pleasing size and shape. 

Shrubs and small trees can be used 
to fill almost every landscaping need,# 
too. They can be used,< for Instance, to 
hide or to soften the harsh outline of the 
house foundation; single Specimens can 
be planted in the lawn to break its 
monoUMiy, or you can arrange them in 
^ wide ornamental bed in much the 
tame way as a perennial border — but 
without all the constant labw of 
staking, tying, weeding, lifting and 
dividing. 

Use shrubs to separate the vegetable 
plot from the recreation area in the 
backyard. Plant them on steep banks to 
prevent erosion, or as polorful, easy-to- 
manage, no<lip hedges. They are 
excellent as screens to ensure privacy, 
and ihany kinds will provide sprays of 
blown for use as cut flowers in the 
house. 

W ★ 4- 

While the labor involved in upkeep 
and maintenance of a shrub garden is 
negligible, it pays to spend a little extra 
effoit and do a thorough Job of sail 
preparation and planting, for the shrubs 
you buy and plant this spring will be a 
permanent investment, destined to be 


your garden companions tor a good 
many years to come. 

'It is Important to dig over and 
enrich the whnle bed nr area in which 
the shrubs are to be planted rather than 
simply dumping a shovelful of manure 
in the bottwn of each planting hole. The 
root system of a shrub will outgrow the 
original planting station, and rich fare 
should be provided beywrd Uiis limited 
area to encourage the spread of the 
roots. 

★ ★ ★ 

Once the bed or planting area has 
been laid out, dig or rototill It deeply, 
incorporating plenty of crumbly old 
manure, peat moss, chopped sod, 
compost or any such spongy, humus- 
. forming material. Sticky clay soil can 
be mellcwed to a surprising degree with 
Alginure Soil Conditioner or similar 
seaweed preparations. A generous sur¬ 
face mulch will prevent clay soil from 
baking and forming a hard crust in the 
sun. 

Planting and pruning instructions 
will follow in future, columns, together 
with the names and descriptions of 
some easy doers among the garden 
shrubs. 


Victims Coddled 


WASHINGTON — There is 
so much talk about crime In. 
the streets and the rights of 
the criminal that little aitten- 
tion is being paid to the 
victims of crime. 

But there is a current pf 
opinion that our courts are 
being too soft on the victims, 
and many of them are going 
unpunished for allowing a 
crime to be committed 
against them. 

One man who feels strongly 
about this is Prof. Heinrich 
Applebaum. a criminologist 
who feels that unless the 
police start cracking down on 
the victims of criminal acts, 
the crime rate in this country 
will continue to rise.

*The people who are res¬ 
ponsible, for crime In this 
country are the victims. If 
they didn’t allow themselvee 
to be robbed, the problem of 
crime in this country would 
be solved," Applebaum said. 

"That makes sense, pro¬ 
fessor. W'hy do you think the 
courts are soft on victims of 
crimes?" 

"We're living In a per¬ 
missive society and anything 
goes," Applebaum replied. 


"Victims of crimes don't 
seem to be concerned about 
the consequences of their 
acts.

"He may lose his job If Ms 
br»s hears about it and there 
is even a chance that If he 
has a police record, it may 
prejudice the judge when he's 
sentenced." 

"I guess in this country 
people always feel sorrier for 
the victim than they do for 
the person who committed the 
crime." 

"You can say that again. Do 
you know that In some states 
they are even compensating 
victims of crimes?" 

"It’s hard to believe,’* 1 
said.
